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Catholics Exploration and Discovery 


Columbus, Leif Erikson, Balboa, Cabot, Pizarro and Cortez Are Among the Names Great Catholic Explorers 


WHETHER you consider Columbus the discoverer 
America, Leif Erikson, America owes its grati- 
tude Catholics. Every one knows that Christopher 
Columbus was Catholic, but not generally apprecia- 
ted that the Norseman Leif, who landed American 
soil about the year 1000, had been baptized few years 
before Norway. 
Not only was Catholic the first land American 
soil, but Adam, Bremen, Catholic priest, was the first 
take historical notice the fact. 


Within the next fifty years after Columbus had found 
our shores the Atlantic coast line the Americas had 
been pretty fully traced out. Intrepid 
plunged into the unknown and mysterious interior. North 
America had been visited far north latitude 40, and 
the Pacific coast from the regions Panama de- 
grees north. Most remarkable all, the difficult interor 
South America had been entered almost far 
have managed get today. 

Subsequent exploration modern times 
eearly along the tracks and trails blazed out these 
indomitable pioneers. 

The results achieved the seafarers and monks 
those days, when Europe had but small means and when 
weapons and instruments were not precise and maps and 
charts did not exist, seem almost fabulous. 

Great Names Columbian Period. 

The great names the Colombian epoch beginning 
with Columbus himself, are Catholics. Amerigo Vespucci, 
Solis, Cabot (father and son), Bartolome de. Ojeda, the 
Pinzons, were the great navigators. There was also Juan 
Cosa, pilot, who made the earliest map what 
had been found that time the American continent. 
Magellan led the first expedition through his straits 
the Philippines. that time nobody knew that South 
America came point the south, and did not run 
the South Pole. 

Brazil was discovered accidentally Pedro Alvares 
Cabrol 1500, who took possession the name 
the Catholic crown Portugal. All these great 
achievements placed little fringe European population 
American soil before the great religious dissensions 
burst out Europe. This fringe settlements was the 
starting point for further and more thorough explorations 
the final conquest.of population and civilization the 
Americas. 

Explorations Around Gulf Region. 

The founding Panama and Nicaragua were bases 
exploration along the Pacific coast north and south. 
Ponce Leon Florida. Balboa sailed along 
the northwestern coast Colombia. Cordova investiga- 
ted Yucatan. Grizalva followed this with more minute 
information. All these men were Catholics, and was 
Cortez, whose conquest Mexico sthe central point 
from which European civilization spread all directions. 

Bandelier says: “The political and military sides 
the exploration are not part the Church’s work, but 
intimately connected. Individual efforts were made 


penetrate the unknown, and the Catholic priest, regu- 
lar well secular, was, through his daring journeys, 


quest unconverted souls, often the advance scout 
civilization, while the same time enlarged the field 
geographic knowledge. The attempts Ponce 
Leon and Aylion (1521 and 1526) hold the coast the 
southern United States preceded the still more disastrous 
one Narvaez (1527). 

First Trans-Mississippi Expedition. 

That unfortunate enterprise had unexpected sequel; 
led the first journey across the North American con- 
tinent, from west the Mississippi the Pacific 
northern Mexico. Formed Cabeza Vaca and three 
companions the midst incredible hardships, and term- 
inated 1536, brought Mexico the first account 
the great plains and the buffalo, and also vague reports 
Indians living north and west the central steppes. 
prove the truth these reports, Franciscan monk 
volunteered alone, with Indian guides, search 
the new countries. Father Marcos Nizza, performed 
the remarkable feat 1539, and the route New Mexico 
was thus opened. 

How the Spaniards spread like wildfire along the west- 
ern coast South America after Pizarro and Almegro 
first landed Ecuador well known. Such illustrious 
leaders Valdivia Chile, Ecuador, Pizar- 
for Bolivia and Anzorez Camporedondo all added 
the laurels Catholic explorers America. 

Oreliana floated raft the entire length 
river, and with his floated Carjaval, Dominican 

The First Geographer the New World. 

Martin Fernandez Enciso, Catholic, was the first 
geographer the new brilliant dash 
across the isthmus, which gave him sight the Pacific, 
has obscured the fame Enciso, spite his marvel- 
lous work, which called Suma Geographia, which, 
unfortunately, has not been completely preserved. 

The tremendous labor and importance map making 
not appreciated the average man who glances 
the reproductions the crude efforts those early chart 
makers. Yet was these that all succeeding maps and 
all later discoveries this very day were based. 

The imperfect pioneer maps Enciso were soon fol- 
lowed more detailed and accurate, but still rudimen- 
tary ones Oviedo, who paid exclusive attention 
South America and parts Central America. These 
were all previous 1550. 1538, Malino, secular 
priest, had presented the crown Spain with descrip- 
tion part Chile and all Peru. With this went 
charts and illustrations. Cieza, 1550, compiled quite 
complete and accurate geographic description western 
South America. 

Father Joseph Acosto’s geographic literature during 
the sixteenth century western South America, and the 
voluminous reports which were made the solicitation 
the crown the church, are all the credit Cath- 
olics. 

Explorations Into Canada and the Northwest. 

Catholic missionaries and colonists led the advance 
the interior Canada. The names Father Marquette 
and Sagard will never erased from the memory the 
country. 

The monumental work the Jesuit Cobo source 
primary importance for the geography and natural his- 
tory America. longer records discoveries un- 
known but presents mass valuable data gath- 
ered during period long residence and careful obser- 
vation. The Jesuits gathered enormous material, which 
covers the whole continent then known, from Canada 
Patagonia. the eighteenth century, scientific explora- 
tions set foot the Spanis hand French governments 
(hence under Catholic patronage and the members 
which were mostly Catholics) achieved very important 
results. Witness the expedition Ulloa and Jorge Juan 
South America, and that Condamine the same 
time. the investigations Humboldt were least 
protected the Catholic rulers Spain. 

North America remained for discovery the 
west and northwest. The advance toward the interior 
began from Canada, through Catholic missionaries and 
Catholic colonists. recall the illustrious names 
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Father Marquette, Sagard and Hennepin. Many are 
the Catholic laymen, officers, merchants, hunters, that 
increase geographic knowledge the 
American interior centuries preceding the nine- 
teenth. 

Salle, Joliet and Marquette. 

Salle, while not the “discoverer” the Mississippi, 
still has the credit having begun the settlement the 
mouths that river, and exploring the shores 
Texas; Joliet, whom Father Marquette was much in- 
debted the successful search for communications be- 
tween the Great Lake basin, the Mississippi river and its 
lower course. That Hennepin was the first see the 
Falls St. Anthony very likely. 

From Terra Del Fuego Greenland the burden and the 
honor finding and opening and starting the develop- 
ment the Americas, both spiritual and commercial, has 
fallen upon Catholics. Greenland, sure, was colon- 
ized the Norsemen Pagan times, and have that 
bit achievement contrast the fruits Catholic 
efforts. Columbus’s faith held true when his compass 


seemed point longer the pole, and was with 
confronting 


pioneers crossing pathless wilderness and 
unknown perils. 

The field for startling discoveries was well nigh covered 
the beginning the past century. The “discoverer” 
had make room for the student. The number these, 
every branch knowledge connected with geography, 
large present and constantly growing, and the 
Catholics are well represented, that detailed reference 
impossible. Still may mention the late Father 
Smet illustrious type the explorer and investi- 
gator modern times, the modest garb the mis- 
sionary, and without reflecting the credit 
whom would impossible cata- 
ogue.

will—it not spiritual knowledge,—it not the adequate 
presentment Christian faith the root-principle 
Christian “My just one liveth faith.” 

The teacher should fit himself give this fuller and 
deeper spiritual knowledge; and the method giving it, 
have already pointed out, is: (1) represent 
the imagination, (2) make personal and bring 
touch with the emotions, and (3) give practical 
application act the will resolution prayer.) 

represent truth the imagination. This 
different ways according the character the 
truth. 

(a) Give the fundamental truths the form facts, 
they are laid down the Bible. Creation, Original 
Sin, the Incarnation, Nativity, Life and Death Jesus 
Christ, also His Resurrection and Ascension, well 
the Descent the Holy Ghost—all these truths, given 
the narrative form Sacred Scripture, will imprint 
very vivid and definite pictures them the soul. 

(b) The nature and attributes God, grace, prayer, 
virtue, vice, and, generally, all other abstract truths, are 
brought home the imagination comparisons. 
friend making present illustrates God’s giving 
all things; mother helping her child with her lessons, 
giving new dress, granting something asks, dis- 
pleased with something has done—these comparisons 
give body and shape the abstract ideas grace, ac- 
tual and habitual, prayer, and sin. Teachers, course, 
will use for illustrative purposes only objects, facts, and 
truths familiar children. 

(c) The Sacraments, being external actions, are easily 
described children. would, however, give the princi- 
pal details the administration each, before pointing 
out its essential elements (matter and form). Besides, 
would explain the Sacraments general, only after had 
explained them separately. The Sacramerits should de- 
scribed similar manner. 

(d) stamp the Commandments child’s imagina- 
tion, let the teacher take ideal Christian home, describe 


the actions parents, and servants, and show 
how these actions fulfill the Commandments God and 
the Church. 

(e) Narrative and verbal descriptions are not wholly 
sufficient impress truth vividly the imagination. 
The eye well the ear the child should enlisted 
form the impression. Hence, pictures, especially those 
that are colored, are most valuable helps teacher 
this part his work. 

make truth personal and bring touch with 
the emotions. verbal pictorial representation 
truth will arouse some elementary emotions child; 
but they will transitory and ineffectual without the di- 
rection and enforcement the teacher. 

revealed truth, matter how definitely pictured 
the imagination, will not arouse any keen emotions unless 
made personal the child. Therefore the teacher 
must accustom the child think the revealed truth 
fact intended for personally. live,” writes St. 
Paul the Galatians, “in the faith the Son God, 
who loved me, and delivered himself for me.” Without 
this personal appropriation the truth learned, emotion 
will remain sentiment, and will never develop into desire 

The principal emotions which teacher may aim 
exciting child are the following: liking and disliking; 
happiness and sorrow; hope and fear; love and hatred; 
self-respect and shame; courage and dread; joy and pain; 
desire and aversion; pity and contempt. Besides these, 
there are, admiration, awe, horror, enthusiasm, gratitude, 
etc. For teacher excite any emotion, the first thing 
necessary is, that himself genuinely moved the 
truth, the direction which would move the child. 
Secondly, must aim exciting but one emotion, and 
that the most directly suggested the truth. Thirdly, 
asks the child fancy itself the scene described 
depicted, not looker but agent participa- 
tor, and think the scene itself reality, happening 
not long time ago nor long way off, but here and now. 
“What would you feel and think,” asks the child, “if 
you were placed? ... Should you not feel and think 
the same now? For not this truth revealed for you per- 
sonally?” Fourthly, prolong and deepen the emotion, 
repeats what has already said about it. Fifthly, 
asks the class join short prayer, that the im- 
pression made may grow into desire and resolution. 

For example take the Goodness God. This includes 
the fullness Being, infinite Holiness, and infinite Kind- 
ness. This last form the Attribute the one which 
the teacher will try bring home the child’s imagina- 
tion and feelings. will say: very kind friend has 
been sending you presents for long time. Some them 
have come through your parents; but most have been 
given you himself directly, and loves you very much, 
and desires you love him return. (Don’t you 
think deserves it?) ever patient; and when 
you something that displeases him, does not punish 
you might; but waits until you are truly sorry, 
when forgives you and takes your word that you will 
not again give him pain. (Does not your heart warm 
such friend?) very great and strong and power- 
ful; and lives magnificent palace where all his 
friends are exceedingly happy, because kind 
them and gives them every thing they can desire. After 
some years intends take you there, and then you 
will see him and his friends, full joy and happiness for- 
ever. Now, you have been guessing who that kind, good 
friend is; and sure you have guessed right. 
God. not you not feel grateful and 
thankful Him? Should you not something for 
Him you think anything you can 
give Him great pleasure? Let ask His help 
kind every one around us... 

Such abstraction sin, virtue, grace, prayer, etc., may 
brought touch with the emotions the following 
manner. They are, first, put concrete form—a sinner, 
good child, holy child, child that says its prayers, 
etc. Next, the attribute made specific—for sin you 
take lying; for virtue, purity; for grace, the inspiration 
kind and gentle with brothers and sisters; étc. 
Lastly, the person possessing these qualities described 
vividly and minutely, and the child asked imagine 
himself such person. How would feel dis- 
trusted and scourned every one 

the will. Theology treats divine truth impersonal 
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way; and there has been strong tendency teach the 
catechism similar manner, making children hearers 
the law, indeed, but taking heed their becoming 
doers it. Under stress adverse circumstances, this 
sometimes inevitable; and such circumstances has 
been invariably found that the Holy Ghost supplied for 
the practical moral training that the pastor could not give. 
normal conditions, however, Church history teaches, 
that unless children’s knowledge their religion made 
the groundwork and the motive their practice it, 
abundant crop ignorance, vice and superstitition will 
the result—the mournful heritage the next genera- 
tion. profoundly that children 
ought trained the practical application the 
principal truths they learn the catechism, for the regu- 
lation each one’s life and conduct. The lessons the 
Sacraments and Commandments easily suggest this ap- 
plication; but the doctrinal foundation the Sacra- 
ments and Commandments, especially the Incarnation 
God for us, that have, above all else, 
bring home the hearts our young people. 

not practicable urge child more than few 
external practices any one lesson. Therefore, although 
each truth taught and impressed the memory should, 
far possible, brought home the imagination 
and feelings, not more than one two time ought 
made formally directive external conduct. 

The practical lesson should adapted child-life; 
and should easily deducible from the truth explained. 
The following are some practices that teacher 
frequently from the lessons reverent attitude toward 
God and holy things; prayer, Mass, and the Sacraments;

Indeed, 
obvious that without primary education there can 
secondary higher education all. have here 
the initial step the great school where heart, mind 
and soul, that is, the physical, intellectual 
life must developed. must help the child see, 
feel and hear. His powers observation, action must 
needs trained, that, like the immortal Shakespeare, 
may find: 

“Tongues trees, books running brooks, 
Sermons stones, and good everything.” 
What the Teacher Needs. 

need abstruse research psychological lore, 
speculations the probable nature protoplasm, 
precise determining the relative action nerve fibers 
and nerve cells, but rather much broad common sense and 
every day observation, with great, generous, persever- 
ing good will, and devotion our task. And what 
glorious task How honorable for us! How full 
golden opportunities! guardian angel has been appoint- 
the care each child, and are chosen share 
the watchfulness and solicitude the heavenly guardians 
these little ones, dear God, whose image they 

were created. 

The gardener will tell that the youngest plants re- 
quire the most tender care. will leave his as- 


respect for the authority pastor, parents, and teachers; 
cheerfulness, help and obedience the home; loving 
kindness brothers and sisters; truth; honesty; tem- 
perance; purity; trustworthiness; gentleness with every- 
thing weak helpless. 

The oftener these lessons are repeated, the better. Oc- 
casionally, too, they should given all together, the 
chief characteristics boy girl. 

draw practical conclusion and persuade child 
it, the teacher proceeds somewhat this manner. 
Every emotion has element desire repulsion 
it. (For convenience sake, speak here only the pleas- 
urable emotions, those the opposite kind are devel- 
oped similarly.) When feel something good, 
beautiful, useful, conducive our happiness, instinc- 
tively begin desire it, think all attainable. 
Such desire grows rapidly into craving longing; 
and this becomes all the more urgent and persistent, the 
longer the object kept before the eyes the imagina- 
tion, and the more fully the want allowed take 
possession the soul. Hence, the teacher will use the 
different forms repetition, prolong the emotional 
glow which his words have created; and the same time 
will suggest the practical resolution. 

the mental excitement subsides, the child will begin 
feel reaction setting in, opposed the résolution. 
This reaction the teacher will meet, answering ob- 
jections and removing difficulties, before they have ac- 
quired strength and definiteness. then says with the 
class short impromptu prayer for grace keep the 
resolution, and leaves the rest the working 
(The Catholic School, Benziger Bros.)

They have read her long before they have gone over the 
pages their primer, and what she will mean much 
more for them than what she knows, although she should 
very familiar with the subjects she teach, and 
have besides considerable fund general information.

Bishop Dupanloup says: “The end education 
form man—that the real work the teacher Man 
has the same time, body and soul, understanding, will, 
heart and conscience. God has made him so. form

Must Inspiration. 

From the very first, the teacher must implant the 
child’s mind, love truth, love work, love obedi- 
ence. She must herself inspiration her class, 
and inspiration higher than instruction; greater 
power than education. 

The love truth shall mean habits accuracy 
words and work well; from the first lesson articu- 
lation, numbers and penmanship, everything must true, 
definite, correct—and the result attained patient, lov- 
ing firmness that never tires, never allows itself 
fretted, will habit formed for lifetime, every 
child, almost every child. 

The love work will control the restless activities 
the litle ones, lead them ben themselves good and 
useful purpose, and thus ward off evil ones. keep the 


children busy, never let them grow weary, vary 
their work, and frequently interrupt for moments 


recreation, brisk, healthful and even instructive, the 
art successful primary teacher. will establish 
habits industry, and prove after years shield 
against temptation, and help success any career. 

Love obedience. possible attain this? Yes, 
assuredly. Children and even adults, are not unwilling 
guided one might think, when they have confi- 
dence their leader, and see that they are conducted 
the achievement something noble and good. Put 
the classroom, not dictatorial, cold piece formality; 
not weak, vacillating guide, who says “no” for good 
reasons, but, with little coaxing will make “yes;” 
not skyrocket, who files random brilliant sparks, 
into the clouds; not one whose sympathies lead her 
shower favors upon special little pet, while she has 
small consideration for the rest; not one who says she 
hates children, she never has seen such children 
those she has hand now; but place there soul, firm 
fiber, sweet savor, even tempered, impartial, just, 
and you will see that her word will law her little 
world, and that habits loyalty and orded will formed, 
habits essential the good citizen and the good Christian 
alike, the terms can separated.

Reverence for our neighbor, his person, his 
goods, his chattels—that honesty. Reverence for our- 
selves—clean bodies and pure souls—that chastity. 
Satan Satain because irreverent. There never was 
infidel but was irreverent and mocker. The 
jester, the mimic, the loud laugher and the scorner have 
part the kingdom. Respectful attitudes betoken 
reverence. They are the symbols something deeper 
and higher. Here saw Luke, and said without 
changing his voice, ‘Children, the priest here.’ The 


raised their heads gently and bowed toward Luke 


(they were already standing.) ‘Why you insist 
much reverence?’ said Luke, ‘it seems the burden 
all your teaching.—‘Because think, sir,’ replied the

are the midst remarkable library move- 
ment. gospel good books being proclaimed 
everywhere. Every teacher the elementary school 
should catch the spirit this movement and teach 
the art reading that every little district library shall 
prove the children open door the delightful 
land literature. Learning read early life means 
earlier and greater joy reading learn. 

HELPING TOWARD SELF-HELP PRIMARY 
READING 

The word and sentence method gives power self- 
help the mastery new words. The Chinese have 
separate character for almost every word, and learn- 
ing read Chinese becomes prodigious task what 
some one has aptly called brute memory. Thousands 
American teachers are today their children 
thru this Chinese drudgery mastering each word 
itself thru mere mechanical association. secure gen- 
uine and rapid progress the child must early taught 
separate words into their sound elements and recog- 
nize the letter letters that stand for each individual 
sound. This gives him power master new words for 
himself. 

The observant primary teacher has noticed that child- 
ren are quick see resemblances, and that they 
deal unconscious generalizing. The little fellow goed 
and comed and speaked and taked, not because has 
heard these forms but because has somehow reached 
the general idea that past action denoted 
termination ed. talks mans and sheeps and mouses, 
and other ways shows that unconsciously making 
generalizations for himself. the teacher has been 
grouping together words similar form and sound for 
some time before she calls attention their similarity, 
proceeds analyze them into elementary 
sounds. When one two hundred words have been 
learned the children, work phonics may profitably 
begin. 

SUGGESTIVE FIRST LESSON PHONICS

Two weeks later the class have all these learned and 
know each its sound. The children enjoy unlocking 
new words for themselves. 


similar manner each the sound symbols was 
learned. Those least used were left until last. Pride 
was aroused mastering each key that the letter 
instantly recalled the sound, and the sound the symbol. 
Pleasure came from self-help mastering new words 
alone. great was the interest that the children liked 
play game word-getting during the recess and 
the noon intermission and home. 


DEVICES FOR DRILL PHONICS 

The children are required give each sound dis- 
tinctly and promptly the teacher taps its symbol with 
the pointer tip. This individual and not concert work, 
altho concert drill may used times stimulate en- 
thusiasm. 

The children tap each letter the teacher makes 
its sound. Sometimes two are allowed run race, 
the teacher gives the sounds. 

With the pointer tip the teacher taps three more 
quick succession while the children quietly listen until 
the word called for the teacher.

The teacher must study make each device her own, 
and device for drill should deteriorate into mere “busy- 
work” whose chief purpose keep the children out 
mischief. Children gladly work when they see that their 
work produces useful results. The teacher must have 
clearly mind the purpose all work make 
productive good results. The children quickly dis- 
tinguish mere marking time from onward march, 
dress parade from earnest attack upon some castle 
difficulty. 

This word-drill must given before the reading books 
are opened, and often best make entirely 
separate exercise. The new and difficult words are stones 
and stumbling blocks that must removed before the 
thought-getting begins. This general caution will prove 
serviceable along the entire iine teaching reading: 
Separate the necessary preparatory work 
thought-getting and thought-expressing. soon 
word has been recognized have recall the idea for 
which this word stands, and thus put life into what would 
otherwise dead form.

Third Primary 


The organizations the third year, face value, are 
more disappointing, perhaps, than are those any other 
year. will remembered that the second year re- 
vealed distinct growth, both language structure and 
thought development. From number mixed 
papers one can easily select those that are essentially 
first grade from those that are second grade their 
grade characteristics. This not true the papers 
the second and third years. There seems dis- 
tinguishing characteristic which marks the third year 
organization being step advance the second 
year work. the contrary, the third year seems 
complement the organization begun the second year. 
Thus the second and third years taken together com- 
plete the second step language organization. 

this deduction true would seem suggest 
three things: 

scheme grading which based upon the tine 
element alone likely lead into many errors and 
best but mechanical convenience. 

Those courses study which, like the Illinois 
State course, group together the third and fourth year 
English, show but little knowledge the real needs 
the child and when made effective the schools must 
positively harmful the child’s intellectual develop- 
ment. 

well graded school every possible effort should 
made harmonize and unify the second and third 
year’s work. 

far then are look for organizations the 
third year, the papers presented indicate only con- 
tinuation deepening the organizations the sec- 
ond year. Among them are the following: 

The sentence structure well worked out; modi- 
fiers, adjective, adverb, and simple phrase are freely and 
correctly used; the takes its place the 
sentence structure naturally. 

The conjunction and general forms language 
condensation are fairly well mastered. 

The logical organization, continuity thought, 
well developed. This, perhaps, should mark the line 
greatest educational effort for the year. 

The mechanics the third year emphasize the work 
the second grade and provide the tools necessary for 
the third year organizations. Among them will found 
the ordinary uses the capital and comma; the common 
plural and possessive forms; the need singu- 
lar and plural verb forms; great deal ear training 
the use such expressions as— 

have seen, saw. 

have gone, went. 

have been, was. 

not, isn’t, not, don’t, 
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are not, ar’n’t, does not, doesn’t. 
not, ain’t (improper), 
teach, learn, etc. 


Fourth Intermediate 


glance the fourth year papers all that neces- 
sary show one that they make positive advance 
over the language organizations the third year. 
course some extent will find few these or- 
ganizations the third year group but such pupils really 
belong the fourth year group matter where they may 
classified. study the fourth year papers must 
show once why third and fourth year pupils should 
never grouped together their language work. Their 
organizations are essentially different order. 

the fourth year organizations let note the 
following: 

The logical organization developing into para- 
graph idea. That is, the pupil beginning consider 
his subject its different phases and think each phase 
thru. the hands the wise teacher this rapidly de- 
velops into paragraph idea and paragraph form. This 
perhaps the point special emphasis fourth grade 
work. More will said this later article. 

The papers show evidence that the child begin- 
ning generalize small way. Note the last sentence 
papers (a) and (b) and the finished effect given them 
thereby. 

The stories the grade will necessitate knowl- 
edge direct and indirect quotations. This the time 
for their development, just when the child feels their 
need. 

The sentence organization works out into the com- 
plex. The organization practically complete. Very 
little loose consruction should found the sentence 
forms. 

the shape mechanics the pupil will need know 
how handle the paragraph, the marginal line, the 
paragraph line; must understand the punctuation 
quotations, both direct and indirect, fact all the 
forms general punctuation should his command. 
The ear training mentioned the third year work will 
great value this and following grades and much 
elementary rhetoric also can advantageously de- 
veloped. 


Fifth Intermediate 


Just the third-year complements the second-year 
work and completes the second step language organi- 
zation, the fifth-year complements the fourth-year 
work and completes the third step the organizations 
that the pupil makes his language development. 
study the fifth year papers will show that the ‘real 
work the year the completion the paragraph idea 
begun the fourth year. There is, however, finish 
about the fifth year work that satisfaction itself 
and the papers reveal much the growing power 
upon the part the child. The paragraph idea seems 
work cver into more unity than found 
the fourth grade work and therefore suggests some- 
thing the idea plot. The stories evidently are not 
“built they along” quite much formerly and 
have been ‘more carefully thought thru. The growing 
generalizations are revealed even more than the pre- 
ceding year evidenced the first and last sen- 
tences papers (a), (b) Thus the work the 
intermediate period, fourth and fifth years, the organiza- 
tion thought; its organization because the child or- 
ganizing his images, his thought material and because 
this thought. organization begins reveal itself the 
child’s own processes and the changing, 
growing, forms his expression.

recapitulation have the season that has just 
passed! The robins, the bluebirds, the host tiny 
warblers—what matter that they now are southward 
bound, long they are about everywhere 
the spring? And the long walks, the rides, the tennis, 
the boating—what more could ask summer herself? 
Then the harvesting, the seed-gathering, the veil 
frost that autumn spreads give hint that ere long 
the indoor days will come—thus ends the resume that 
Nature gives before she locks away her summer 
savings the fastnesses winter. While this rem- 
iniscent mood she goes deep into chests 
treasure and brings forth those displays which find their 
fitting setting only bright blue weather.” 

the student nature there unending pano- 
rama attractions thruout this, the last our wholly 
outdoor months. northern may anticipate 
some such calendar this: 

First Week. 

Fine warm clear days, with cool nights are 
expected. 

Box elder, linden, cottonwood, hackberry and hard 
maple yellow, elm browning; red oak and white oak 
beginning turn. Hickory and walnut bare, are 
some hawthorn and wild black cherry. Box elder and 
bur oak shedding; leaves falling lightly, the main shower 
still come. Fruits being dispersed the hickory, 
walnut, hard maple, linden, hawthorn, hackberry and 
hazel. 

the late bloom: violet, buttercup, prairie phlox, 
yarrow, evening primrose, sticktight, thistle, 
velvet weed. dandelion, wild black mustard, nasturtium 
and dahlia. 

Velvet weed, yarrow, sedges and golden rod with 
mature seeds; seeds wild lettuce, thistle, dandelion 
and milkweed flying over the fields. 

Robin and bluebird flocks; meadowlark, crow and 
sparrow also flocking; jacksnipe frequently seen; myrtle 
warblers kinglet, golden-crowned 
kinglet, junco, whitebreasted and redbreasted nuthatches 
arriving from the north. Downy woodpeckers active, 
while redheaded woodpeckers are found with young. 
Warblers alert for food sustain them their long 
journeyed the south. 

caterpillars many kinds abundant, the geome- 


trids especially interesting, Katydids other 
orthoptera numerous; locusts and crickets laying eggs. 
Flies bothersome; mosquitoes scarce. Giant water bug 
and many beetles common. 

Garden slugs abundant walks the morning. 

Farmers busy with their harvest corn; potatoes 
being dug and apples gathered. and there some 
sweet corn remind the good old summer time. 


Second Week. 

General aspect brighter. Pignut, birch, elm and wood- 
bine height coloration; wild black cherry light 
yellow; hard maple decked orange; white oak red, 
its fallen acorns sprouting; scarlet oak brightening; red 
oak tinged with red; linden and cottonwood assume 
duller, browner dress; soft maple leaves yellowing and 
continuing fall; box elder, hard maple, wild black 
cherry and hawthorn shedding. 

late bloom: buttercup, yellow oxalis, evening prim- 
rose, red clover, white clover, dandelion, mayweed, 
thistle, sneezeweed, smartweed, wild black mustard; vari- 
ous burs abundant, maturing and clutching 
pass.. Pigweed, velvet weed, evening primrose, catnip, 
sunflower and mullin shower their seeds; thistle, asters 
and goldenrods consigning their seeds the winds; 
tumble weeds engage iri their fall migration. 

Flocks ducks, geese, robins, grackles 
throated blue warblers are seen; chickadees abundant; 
warblers still passing thru; glimpse the bluebird. 
Fox sparrow and tree sparrow arrive from the north. 

Flies scarcer. Crickets and locusts and some small 
beetles still with us, but caterpillars, butterflies and most 
other insect forms less numerous than last week. 

Slugs still abundant walks; earthworms yet near the 
surface, appearing wet mornings. 

Pumpkin and squash attract attention; farmers plow- 
ing. The approaching cold weather hastens the garner- 
ing beets, tomatoes and potatoes. 


Third Week. 

Fine crisp weather. Warm days and cool nights with 
beautiful sunsets are associated with this brilliant 
period. Heavy frosts hasten the coloration leaves 
still green, but deaden those already turned. 

Climax leaf coloration, the oaks their glory. 
Leaves bur oak and elm browned and falling; hard 
maple, cottonwood and birch leaves falling; catalpa 
yellowing; wild black cherry brightest yellow; locust 
leaves and pods falling; red oak showing lingering 
green; scarlet oak, the gayest all the trees, begins 
deaden; willow bushes along the stream still green, but 
hinting vaguely yellow. Bittersweet with beautiful 
mature fruit. 

Hardy specimens various fall plants still defying the 
them the thistle, yarrow, mayweed, wild 
black mustard, fleebane, dandelion, wild lettuce, prickly 
lettuce, clover (red, white, and sweet) 
Castor bean, canna and dahlia stricken the frosts 
and cold. The leaves the common mallow (which the 
children call “cheese) especially appreciate the sun, 
which they follow thru the day; algae, mosses, liver- 
worts retain their summer beauty. 

Flocks juncoes; robin, bluebird, ruby and golden 
crowned kinglet, chickadee, redwinged blackbird and 
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commonly seen and heard; jacksnipe and night 
heron also about; many hairy woodpeckers; grackle and 
song sparrow leaving. 

Caterpillars frequently observed, apparently seeking 
winter quarters;.few monarchs, cabbage sulphur but- 
terflies seen. Plant lice the wing; house flies 
still evidence. 

Fall plowing still vogue. 


Fourth Week. 


Rain, frost and wind hasten the falling leaves. The 
wave color subsides. Bur oak and wild black cherry 
bare; also the soft maple, box elder, ironwood, hard 
maple, white ash, ,poplar, horse chestnut, 
locust, mulberry, linden, sumach and woodbine. Red 
oak yellowing; hackberry shedding are the catalpha, 
elm, mountain ash, and belated maples, poplar, linden 


and oaks—except the scarlet oak, whose leaves die but 
still cling. Snowball foliage tinged with red; willows 
thinning; fruit trees last surrender, the apple and pear 
beginning dull, the cherry beginning shed. Galls 


cottonwood and willow become more noticeable as. 


the trees become bare. Bittersweet its best for home 
decoration. 

Passing: Mayweed, fleabane, mustard, shepherd’s purse, 
yarrow, and all the clovers; burdock, sticktight, swamp 
milkweed and nasturtium gone by. Dandelions still plen- 

Robins rarely kingfisher and chickadee 
evidence. 

Flies bothersome; occasionally sulphur butterfly; 
locust and cricket bask the sun mid-day. The earth- 
worm still with us. 

Corn harvesting continues; garden crops all in. 

Surely not lack biological suggestions for nature- 
study lessons during these four crowded weeks. Among 
the most available topics for the grades are these: 

Killing frosts; effect vegetation; economic signifi- 
cance. 

Autumn coloration and leaf fall, 

Activities farm, orchard and garden; fall plowing. 

Autumn wild flowers; garden flowers; fall weeds. 

Dispersal unique methods. 

Fruits; modification flower parts. 


Food storage underground parts wild and culti- 
vated plants. 

Planting fall bulbs. 

Bird migration; flocking robin, bluebird, and other 
summer residents; their disappearance later; passage 
migrants; arrival winter residents. 

Problems insect life this season. 

Preparation animals for winter,—muskrat, gopher, 
horse and other mammals; hibernation lower forms, 
frog, toad, salamander, turtle, earthworm, crayfish, 
mussel. 

Soils; effects fall plowing; origin soils; pebbles; 
physical properties soils. 

bviously this does not exhaust the material which 
the month affords, and possible that these generali- 
zations not suggest all the wealth illustration 
which everywhere hand. the function each 
teacher select that which most vitally touches the 
lives those for whom she labors, and organize this 
best she can. 

The winter school does not reach its optimum until 
smiles with the blossoms bulbs planted the chil- 
dren the fall. Before October has passed these bulbs 
should the earth, either pots window boxes; 
however, they not suffer from drying they may 
planted during November, before the ground freezes. 
the selection varieties, the preparation the soil, 
the process planting, and the subsequent care and 
enjoyment the maturing plants, there are such oppor- 
tunities for wholesome class-room activities and initiative 
that this subject may well chosen illustrate nature- 
study values.

What can make our schoolroom even more 
cheery during the cold days ahead us? How would 
you like have some plants bloom thruout the 
winter? What might have? (Various house plants 
are suggested.) you know any which could 
start, ourselves, now, which will flower for indoors 
before winter has gone? growing new plants what 
parts may used? (Seeds, cuttings various 
underground parts; examples each, desired, from 
previous studies.) Which plants, have learned, win 
out the springtime the race bloom? (Those which 
start from parts underground which food stored.) 
This not the seed-planting time year, and 
wish something which will grow bloom rapidly now 
should select plant which has stored food for ready 
use quick development. 

Bulbs are the best for our purpose. What flowers can 
you name which are grown indoors out-of-doors from 
bulbs planted this time year? (Tulip, hyacinth, 
narcissus, daffodil, jonquil, Chinese lily, snowdrop, crocus, 
and others. dealing with primary class, the teacher 
may show the colored picture such kinds she 
desires grow.) Which varieties you prefer? 
would well make the acquaintance some new 
kinds. Where shall obtain our bulbs? Which one 
you will write address which will give you 
and obtain catalogue from which may choose?

How the inner husks, the inner cabbage leaves, 
differ from the outer? (Whiter.) What other white 
leaves have you seen? Why the grass (leaf) white 
under board? Because the darkness; light neces- 
sary develop the green color.) How you explain 
the whiteness the inner leaves cabbage onion? 
The outer leaves the cabbage, exposed light, are 
green; bulb the outer leaves, exposed dry earth, 
are dry and brown.

One great essential potting bulbs provide good 
drainage. How shall this? Place pebbles 
bottom pot, over the hole.) Some cinders 
and then some moss over the potsherd may help matters. 
window box used, holes may bored the bot- 
tom, and the box placed cleats galvanized tray 
allow natural drainage. The soil must 


drained. Good rich soil obtained 
piling pieces sod face face and leaving them 
until they are thoroly rotted. little sand—-one part 
sand five ten parts black soil—may added. 
Bulbs not demand especially rich soil, but little 
farm manure, provided well rotted, desirable 
ingredient; very small amount—one part fifty— 
bone meal may used. All bulbs should planted 
early they can had from the dealers,—in Sep- 
tember October. 

Three bulbs five-inch pot give very effective 
bloom. Cover the top the bulb the depth one 
inch; hyacinths, however, should, barely covered, 
else the bloom will suffer. (In outdoor planting the 
depth greater for all bulbs.) Press the bulb down 
firmly into the soil, then fill around and gently 
“firm” the soil, but not pack too hard. not 
plant different varieties one pot, the effect not 
pleasing. long window box two varieties may 
used, properly arranged. 

After planting, the great secret leave the pot 
cool dark place until the roots are well formed. 
placed the cellar the plants should watered in- 
tervals one two weeks. (Beware mice!) 
probably better bury the pots out-of-doors dead 
leaves straw (for cleanliness) and cover them with 
earth ashes that they will not freeze severely. 
Leave them without further attention midwinter 
early spring. They may brought indoors one more 
time determined the date which bloom 
desired; thus long sequence flowering assured. 
the leaves and spike have been held back until roots 
are well established, their final development the 
warmth (50 degrees), and light the window gar- 
den will rapid. this period water them freely. 
Place over the plant paper cone one foot high with 
two-inch open circle the apex; this will stimulate 
the growth leaf and spike. Remove the cone your 
discretion—posibly when the plant six inches high— 
the leaves will weak and spindling the dark 
too long. 

The hyacinth, paper white narcissus and Chinese lily 
are less hardy than the other varieties and should 
well protected from frost. 

Altho they thrive soil, the paper white narcissus and 
the Chinese lily are almost universally grown water. 
The former lasts longer and has more delicate fra- 
grance. Plant these bulbs deep bowl water, sup- 
porting and surrounding them with pebbles. may 
interest experiment with “plant food,” obtained 
the form soluble tablets, but this quite unneces- 
sary. cheap and easy method grow these varie- 
ties water-soaked sand tin can which may 
wrapped—when ready for exhibition—with suitable crape 
paper. This plant may given away ‘without any 
misgivings the return the container. 

After being “forced” into flower indoors, bulbs not 
rule well pots the following year. When the 
blossoms have withered, cut the spike and allow the 
leaves die down, ripening the bulb, which (except 
the case the paper white and the Chinese lily), may 
then the fall planted out-of-doors recuperate 
and blossom succeeding years. 

Out-door planting affords many interesting problems 
location bed, principles landscape gardening, 
color scheme, border effects, mulching, etc., which are 
beyond the scope this article. 

superfluous remark that this entire 
procedure should the hands the children.

HOW MAKE LIBRARY LIST 

Materials needed are two pieces strawboard, each 
5”, one piece bogus paper two pieces 
bogus each one piece muslin 2x34”, 
two pieces drawing paper for end papers and fly 
leaves, four five pieces writing or’ draw- 
ing paper for leaves needle and some heavy 
white thread, pencil, rule, scissors and paste. 

Arrange the pieces strawboard upon the wrong 
side the bogus paper apart; and equally distant 
from the edges, (Sketch 1.) Test position laying 
rule against upper and lower edges. Mark the position 
the pieces strawboard tracing around them 
with pencil. Remove them, and test again. Continue 
the outer edges the oblongs the edges the paper, 
(Sketch and cut out the corners. Fold margins 
and towards the middle, folding over the edge 
rule insure straight line. Paste the pieces 
strawboard place. Turn and over the edges 
the strawboard, and paste place. Fold the corners 
and diagonally, and paste them, (Sketch 2.) Paste 
margins and place. Fold the long edges each 
piece bogus paper towards the middle and 
paste, (Sketch 3.) Roll the middle each these 
strips around lead pencil shape it. Paste the pro- 
jecting ends together, leaving round loop large enough 
hold pencil. Paste one these loops each end 
the cover, one-half inch from opposite corners, 
(Sketch 4.)

just why nations value territory highly not clear. 

order understand the significance area, the 
pupil must know: 

That the greatness nation depends very largely 
upon the national resources. 

That limited area means limited resources. 

That carry out national ideas and national ideals 
requires vast sums money, and that the only way 
nation has raising money thru some form tax- 
ation. 

That the amount money nation can raise 
means taxation determined the number and 
wealth its and this turn determined 
very great extent the area the country. 

Limited area means limited population. 

The number people that can grown square 
mile territory limited the same way that the 
amount corn that can grown upon square mile 
limited. 

That nations with small areas like The Netherlands, 
and Switzerland, may ever good but they can 
never great. requires large sums money 
create armies and navies.

works put together. Where thousands have read his 
Apologia, millions have sung his hymn; the intellect ad- 
mires the one, the heart thrills and responds the other; 
the former personal and particular, the latter universal. 
Popularly poet one poem; but where is, let 
say, Browning, with his shelf poetry, beside Newman 
and his one sacred song, which will sung long 
the belief God remains earth? 

the splendor his prose work are apt 
Newman the poet; and yet, has left the world 
some remarkable and singularly beautiful poems. 
true, Thomas Arnold his History English Litera- 
ture states, that “for all the ordinary purposes prose 
style, Newman’s manner expression, considered 
singularly direct and lucid medium thought, has prob- 
ably never been surpassed,” likewise true that has 
stamped upon his poetry individuality strongly 
marked that which characterizes his prose. 

When his volume poetry appeared 1868, critique 
the Pall Mall Gazette said them: “These poems are 
throughout, and that degree unfrequent our 
modern literature the rich creativeness Keats and 
Tennyson, the “Confessions Beautiful The 
heading this critique was, “The Poetry Beautiful 
Soul.” What More need said? 


Poet the Soul. 

Newman then the poet the soul, and this lies 
his strongest charm. His poems grow upon one 
reads; thoughts and beauties, the outcome beautiful 
mind, develop and expand themselves. Familiarity begets 
appreciation. Any artistic defects are overbalanced 
spiritual gifts, and stands out like poet who has been 
taught the Holy Ghost. His poetry may limited 
range, may rarely pass beyond the circle religious 
ideas, but always thoughtful, true, intense 
spiring. When remember that his poems were written 
random moments, written only for himself and God, 
recreation rather than labor, and with intention 
publication, the question forces itself upon us—what 
might Newman not have aspired the realms 
poetry had seriously and with deliberate intent devoted 
himself the highest branch literature? was only 
the loving and insistent solicitation his friends that 
“Verses Various Occasions” was pub- 
ished. 


There distinct charm individuality Newman’s 
poetry which makes like other poetry. His poems 
seem have been written relieve the fullness his 
own soul; they voice the inner workings his struggles 
and emotions; they are part himself. has been 
said him, that while others touched the 

lyre please the ear 
And win the buzzing plaudits the town,” 
his soul out the stars 
And the deep hearts men.” 


For Catholics the poem Cardinal Newman should 
have particular charm, and for this reason have 
chosen our first study Catholic literature his most 
pretentious poetical work, “The Dream Gerontius.” 

Its History—The Dream Gerontius dramatic 
poem the form pious fantasy exceeding beauty 
design and execution. embodies its illustrious au- 
thor’s conception the last great change through which 
the soul passes when leaving this world for the world 
spirits. was written 1865, shortly after Newman 
had given the world his “Apologia,” and when was 
the full splendor his marvellous talents and fame. 
this effort thought little that was about 
consign the waste-paper basket, when friend, prob- 
ably doubting that anything from gifted pen could 
worthy such fate, rescued for the delight 
multitude readers. dedicated follows: 

Fratri desideratissimo Joanni Joseph 

Gordon oratorii presbytero, 

Cujus anima refrigerium.—J. N., 
which indication the loving regard the author 
for the memory departed brother. dated “All 
Souls Day,” 1865,, and was first published The Month, 
1868, act friendship the editor that publica- 
tion, and afterwards his “Verses Various Occasions.” 

The any genius the nineteenth century

Few, and these only the master poets, have accom- 
plished any analogous task without permitting some parr- 
ing note make itself heard some glaring inconsisten- 
obtrude itself upon the dread scene. this poem, 
Newman not merely satisfies, but delights and fascinates 
the mind the simplicity, directness and ease with which 
pictures that supreme moment awaiting every soul 
when enters into eternity. That the theme had pecu- 
liar fascination for him can not doubted. The chief 
purpose his long and ardent life was the salvation 
his own soul any cost. The hour death was ever be- 
fore him, and seems, therefore, consistent with his 
life, that should have been tempted lift the veil 
that hangs before the presence chamber the Most High, 
and this, not from any unworthy curiosity, but in- 
spiration and consolation himself, and has 
willed it, the millions who should read. For surely 
the “Dream without departing from the 
lines Catholic doctrine, inspires life anew and robs 
death its terrors—harmonizes and reconciles eternal 
love with eternal justice.

University Students Europe: During the past year 
there were 228,732 students the 125 universities 
Europe. Germany led easily with universities and 
49,000 students; then came France with universities 
and 32,000 students, Austria-Hungary with universi- 
ties and 30,000 students, England with universities but 
only 25,000 students, and Italy with universities and 
24,000 students.

The university Berlin had the largest number stu- 
dents—13,884. Then came Paris with 12,985, Budapest 
with 6,551, and Vienna with 6,205.
